EPA to Set RF Limits? = 


The Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) has released an Advance Notice of 
Proposed Recommendations (ANPR) for 
developing a federal protection guide for 
public exposure to radiofrequency energy. 
The EPA invites public comment on its 
Advance Notice, especially on the concep- 
tual approach the Agency should use to 
develop limits for exposure. A limited num- 
ber of copies of the ANPR in Docket A-81-43 
are available from the ARRL Committee on 
the Biological Effects of RF Energy, 225 
Main St., Newington, CT 06111. The ANPR 
can also be found in the December 23, 1982 
Federal Register, page 57338.

KM-4040 Draws Late Fire 


ARRL has requested FCC to strike from 
the RM-4040 file the late-filed comments of 
American Video and Landmark Cablevision. 
RM-4040 is the League's rulemaking request 
to bar CATV operation at amateur frequen- 
Cles. 


ARRL said the cable operators' joint com- 
ments were filed for "purposes of delay and 
to muddy the waters of this proceeding". 
The ARRL blasted American Video/Landmark 
Cablevision's assertions of amateur /CATV 
"sharing": "No frequency is 'shared! 
between over-the-air services and [closed] 
cable systems". The Commission should 
Strike the joint comments because the cable 
systems' filing was made three and one-half 
months late, the League concluded. 


Details on these actions will appear in 
March QST, For a review of the RM-4040 
proceeding, check December 1982 QST 
“Cable Capsule". 


Strange stuff on 2M 


‘Ultra-long-range’’ cordless telephones 
could pose a new threat to Amateur 
Radio. Two such units are already being 
marketed for export use only, but at least 
one of these (Noncord DX. Model 

‘ NC-20M) is designed for transmit opexa- . 
tion in the 143-147 MHz range. A flyérfor 
the device claims a range of 20 miles ag@#i a 
power of 13 watts. Options include gain | 
antennas and a 25 watt ‘‘booster”’ for,.in- 

' creased range. Advertising states ‘‘opera- 
tion can be portable (hand-carried) or 
mobile in a vehicle or an airplane.” 

These and similar units are illegal for 
use in the United States according to the © 
FCC, but nowhere in the Noncord 
literature is this mentioned. If you 
discover one of these units operating il- 
legally in the amateur 2-meter band, 
report it to your local FCC field office im- 
mediately. A similar advertisement for a 
unit called the Rova/Pro Cordless Long- 
Range Telephone does state their unit is 
not FCC-approved in the USA.

samuel F, B. Morse may not have invented the pattern of dots and 
dashes known as the Morse Code. There is evidence that his asso. 
Alfred Lewis Vail, deserves the credit. Morse first jotted down 
his ideas for the telegraph in 1832. He included notes about 
using dots and spaces as a code to represent numbers, not letters. 
Five years later, Vail wandered into a demonstration of a crude 
first model of the telegraph made from a canvas stretcher, a clock 
and wire. Impressed, Vail formed a partnership with Morse to de- 
velop a more workable model. Morse set to work on a code diction- 
ary where every english word would get a number code. In 1838, 
Someone created an alphbet code with an important new element, the 
dash. Wm. Baxter, then an apprentice on the vroject, said it was 
Vail, but Morse later claimed the credit. Vail definitely invent- 
ed the stylus and circuit breaker, but all patents were held in 
Morse's name,
